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THE ELDER HISTORY 


oF f Esjder 


My great, great, grandfather Samuel Tyng Elder was born 
in Portland Maine April 18, 1784. He ahd his brother took 
their supplies by boat and traded the lumber for cotton, sugar, 
mollasses and various other goods along the coast line of Florida 
and Georgia. On one occassion on their way down,the British | 
commandered the ship somewhere along the east coast and put 
them ashore. They returned home to Maine and returned with 
another boat putting in port around Athens, Georgia. In February 
of 1814 he married a girl by the name of Mary B. Walker form 

Elbert County, Georgia.A year later their first son James Walker 
was born.February 28, 1815/ In 1817 another son William G. Elder 
came along. 

At this time the coast line was virgin land, "full of milk 
and honey;" so it was said. Samuel Tyng mooved his family from 
Gepogia to Mobile, Alabama . Several other children were born 
during this time, Jackson, George and Lee and they lived in 
Mobile for several years. Leaving Mobile by boat they came 
around to Moss Point where Mr. Elder established a saw mill. 

On December 31, 1829 Samu@l Tyng Elder died and was buried 
on his new land leaving Mary Elder to care for her large family. 
In the spring of 1830 she gave birth od twins Samuel Tyng and 
Burissa Jane. | 

The oldest son James Walker followed in his father!s footsteps 
and bought acres of virgin land in Jackson County and he too went 
into the saw mill business. In 1847 Sinem Walker married Louisa 
Wagtt of Jackson County and bought acres of land dhong the Back 
Bay of Biloxi, and opened a saw mill dealing in yellow pine. 
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His brothers William G. and Samuael Tyng stayed in Moss Point 

and ran a saw mill there. The brothers also operated the Elder's 
Ferry at the Elder's Ferry Road with each living on either side 

of the river. The ferry stayed in operation for a number of 

years and was the shortest route along the coastal road from 
Biloxi.to Mobile, Alabama. On the south side of Escatawpa River, 
in the swamp beds, logs were laid as a road in order for carriages. 
to ride on. In the Escatawpa River near the Elder's Ferry there 
is a bayou called Elder's Turn. |

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HISTORY OF THE ELDER'S 


In 1847 my great grandfather James Walker Elder Sr. , bought 

20 arpents of land bounded by Back Bay of Bilpxi and Division 
St. The. Community Center and Gorinflo School was part of the 
land which belonged to him. 

He was a member of the Magnolia Lodgg # 120 and in 1865 was 
Past Master, in 1866 he died. 

My great grandfather had four sons, Samuel Tyng, Jdmes Walker, 
George and Lee. James Walker Jr. fojlowed in his father's foot- 
.steps in the saw milling business. He acquired several more 
parcels of property along Back Bay, and the property is now 
owned by the Standard Oil Co. Around the turn of the century 
'he and Mr. John Bradford, wererpartners in the lumber business. 
If the Daily Herald were advertisements of Elder and Bradford, 
tanitasturene of and Dealers in all kinds of rough and dressed 
yellow pine lumber. Mr. John Bradford was married to Burrisa 
Elder who was the sister of James Walker Sr. 

J. W. Elder Jr. had a beautiful colonial style home on the Back 
Bay of Biloxi. The rooms were very large and the hall was big 
enough for a truck could run through. The walls were made of 
pecked cypress and the floors pf hard pine. This was a copy of 
his father's home. My Aunt Lula Batton lived with my grand- 
father until his death in 1926,after his death she moved to 
North Biloxi. The house was torn down in late 1930. 

Lee Elder owned and operated the People's Ice Company of Biloxi. 
There were several other's he owned from Dauphin Island to 
north @f Biloxi. Some of the ice hpuses are still standing but 
fire claimed most of the buildings. 

George B. Elder was the owner of G. B. Elder & Co., Reynoir St.} 


Biloxi, Miss. We found this in advertisements in the Daily Herald

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of 1902, Black Smith, Machinists, Boilermakers,(all kinds of pattons.) 
There was another cemetery in the 1800 bought by several people in

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Samuel Elder, with his brether, Robert came from Artemore, Antrim Co, 
Ireland. Robert Settled in what is now Cape Elizabeth. 

Samuel Settled first at Presumpscot Falls, Maine, About the year 1730, 

he came with his family to Windham in 1743. He located on Home lot #40, 
which was drawn by Rev. William Edward Holyoke, an original grantee. 

His wife was Huston, and they had seven children, two of whom were 
born in Ireland, two in Falmouth, and Three in Winham. He had a house on 
this lot,but appears to have left town when the Indian war broke out. 

He probably returned when peace was declared and died here previous to 1759, 
at which time his house was reported as "Rotten Down", 

William, my fourth great grandfather born in Ireland about 17256 was one c 
the seven children listed above, married Mary Akers, and had twelve children. 
William Elder, son of Samuel Elder, settled in New Marblehead in 1759 on Lot 

#46, original grantee was Samuel Brimblecombe. William along with the 
other petitioners of these lots were instrumental in forming a church and 
and securing a minister by May 12, 1762, for the people of the town. 
His wages were granted at 20 pounds. William Elder was also on the town 
committee to solve disputes. In May 1778 at a meeting held in the Block 
House, it was voted for William Elder to collect one hundred and fifty dollar 
by this town to defray the charge of providing shirts, stockings and shoes 
for the soldiers now in the Continential Army. Voted that twenty pounds be 
raised to supply the soldiers wives. In January 1782, he was appointed 
agent of the town to procure one Continential Soldier to fill: their quota,

and on March lst, 
three years and May 31st 173 pounds was voted to pay then. 
his Majesty Reign, King George. 

Joseph Elder born July 26, 1757 the fourth child of William Elder and 
Mary Akers and he married lst Hannah Conarét Jan 1781 and had two sons, 
John and Samuel Elder born April 18, 1784. Mrs Hannah Conant Elder died 
April 9, 1785. Mr. Joseph Elder married Ann Morrill and they had six 
children. About a mile above Anderson,s Falls, a small stream called the 
Ditch Brook flows into the beautiful Pheasant River. On this there were 
two saw mills, one owned by Thomas Varney, the other by Joseph Elder, son 
of William Elder. 
The Town of Windham had ninety-one soldiers in the service at different 
times during the Age of the Revolutionary War 1774 to 1783. Joseph Elder 
served 11 months in this war. 
All the above facts are from the book "Windham in the Past" by Dole--- 
“Nindham Historical Society 1974, Which I have a_ copy.

William G. Elder worked on the homestead and also operated a store and 
post office. He also was a carpenter by trade.

George Andrews and Mr. Balius, who were at the Vernisr 
home, attracted by the cyies rushed to the scene and lent their 
assistance. The hands of Mr. Balius and Mr. Elder were pain- 
fully burned in their attempts to save Mrs. Elder, whose 
elothing was burned off entirely. The flesh on the limbs and 
the chest was crisped and roasted, and the face suffered 
terribly.

Longtime Elder family researchers 
Jacob V. and Gertrude Elder of Sli- 
dell, La., have saved their family plot 
and want to restore it and preserve 
the family’s history. They want oth- 
ers to pitch in and help clean up the 
cemetery, which has been desecrated 
by vandals and bulldozers and was 
nearly sold for taxes. 

“It’s not only part of my history, 
this is the history of the Coast,” Jake 
Elder said. 

Time and destroyed headstones 
have erased the memory of many 
people buried at the site southwest of 
Elder Ferry Road. 

Samuel Tyng Elder, born in Port- 
land, Maine, on April 18, 1784, was 
the first person buried there in 1829. 
Samuel and his twin brother, John S. 
Elder, whose ancestors came from 
County Antrim, Ireland, sailed from 
Maine to the coasts of Florida and 
Georgia to trade supplies. In Elbert 
County, Ga., Samuel met and married 
Georgia-born Mary Burissa Walker 
on Feb. 10, 1814. 

The Elders and sons, James and 
William G., moved to Mobile, Ala., a 
few years later. Their children born 
after the move were John S., who 
died young; John W.; Andrew Jack- 
son; and Eleanor J. 

About 1828, the family settled at 
Moss Point, where Samuel acquired 
640 acres and established a sawmill 
and ferry. Samuel died in December 
1829 and was buried on his property. 
After his death, Mary gave birth to 
twins, Samuel Tyng and Burissa Jane, 
in April 1830. 

She later married a man named 
Pickett and had four more children:

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Louisiana couple resurrect Elder Cemetery

Bulldozers and vandals have 
desecrated East Jackson 
County’s Elder Cemetery and 
: the site, located near Thiokol, 
‘. was nearly sold for taxes. 

But Jacob V. and Gertrude 
Elder of Slidell, La., who have 
been researching the Elders for 
20 years, have saved the family 
plot and want to restore it to 
preserve the family history. 
They are looking for others who 
have relatives buried at Elder 
Cemetery to help them erect new 
headstones and beautify the site. 

“It’s not only part of my © 
history, this is the history of the 
Coast,’”’ Jacob Elder said. 
Elder’s great-grandfather, 


James Walker Elder, was in the: 


sawmill business, who later built 
130-foot boats on the Back Bay of 
Biloxi. 

The cemetery, located 
southwest of Elder Ferry Road, 
has been used as a graveyard 
since 1829, although time and 
destroyed headstones have 
erased the memory of many 
people buried there. In 1951, 
many of the fences and 
headstones were knocked down 
and buried by a bulldozer in the 
cleanup of a nearby waste spill. 

The first person to be buried

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there was the progenitor of the 
Jackson County Elders, Samuel 
Tyng Elder, who was born in 
Portland, Maine on April 18, 
1784. Samuel’s ancestors were 
from Artemore, County Antrim, 
Ireland. As a young man, 
Samuel and his twin brother, 
John S. Elder, sailed from Maine 
to Florida and Georgia, where 
they traded lumber for cotton, 
sugar, molasses and other local 
products. Once, when they 
landed in Elbert County, Ga., 
Samuel met Georgia-born Mary 
Burissa Waiker. They were 
married on Feb. 10, 1814 and 
settled in Elbert County. 
Several years later, however, 
they were lured by stories of 
prosperity on the Mississippi 
Gulf Coast and the Elders and 
their older two children, James 
Walker, born Feb. 28, 1815 and 
William G. Elder, born Feb. 22, 
1817, moved to Mobile, Ala. 
Their family grew in Mobile. 
Their third son, John S. Elder, 


born on March 28, 1819, died 
when he was two and one-half 
years old, less than two weeks 
before the birth of their fourth 
son, named John W. Elder, on 
Oct. 16, 1821. 

Other children born in Mobile 
were: Andrew Jackson Elder, 
Aug. 31, 1824; Eleanor J. Elder, 
July 20, 1827. 

About 1828 the family settled in 
the Moss Point area of Jackson 
County, where Samuel acquired 
640 acres and established a saw 
mill and a ferry on the 
Escatawpa River. He died. in his 
new homstead on Dec. 1, 1829 
and was buried there. At the 
time of Samuel’s death, Mary 
Walker Elder was expecting 
twins, Samuel Tyng and Burissa 
Jane, who were born on April 24, 
1830, leaving her with an even 
larger family of children to 
raise. 

About 1831, she later married a 
man named Pickett and had four 
more children. A son, Hiram and 
daughter Mary died young.

HISTORY OF ELDER FAMILY 


The Elder,s came from Comnec: ut by — apound Florida 
to Moss Point and at one time waw called "Elders Points 

On one occasion the British commandeered their vessel. The 
Elders finally sett’ ed at Moss Point and Escatawpa around 
the 1830,8. 


Mary Elder who was the head of the family around 1830 had 
several sons and a daughter, James, Samuel, . Wm. Gey . 
and Burrisa Elder. The boys were in the pioneering lumber trade 
and had several saw mills, one at the Elders Point and the 
other in Biloxi, Miss, 


The Elders Ferry. was operated by one of the Elders and the 
Elders Ferry Road was’ named for the Elder family also. 


There is a Elder Cemetery on the Elder Ferry Road and is still 
there but due to Hurrican Camille the overgrowth of weeds has 
taken over. Mr. A. Livaudais whe is a grandson of W. G. Elder 
plans to put the cemetery in order again. 


Mr, James Walker Elder my great grandfather bought 20 
arpents along Back Bay and operated a saw mill back in 1847. 
My grandfather James Walker Elder Jr. bought several other 
pieces of property along Back Bay and the property now is 
owned by the Standard O11 Co. He too, operated a saw mill and a 
around the turn of the century he and Mr. John Bradford were 
partners in a lumber yard. Mr. John Bradford was married to 
Burrisa Elder who was a sister of James.W@ = Elder Sr.

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THE ELDER HISTORY 


My great, great, grandfather Samuel Tyng Elder was born 
in Portland Maine April 18, 1784. He ahd his brother took 
their supplies by boat and traded the lumber for cotton, sugar, 
mollasses and various other goods along the coast line of Florida 
and Georgia. On one occassion on their way down,the British 
commandered the ship somewhere along the east coast and put 
them ashore. They returned home to Maine and returned with 
amother boat putting in port around Athens, Georgia. In February 
of 1814 he married a girl by the name of Mary B. Walker form 
Elbert County, Georgia.A year later their first son James Walker 
was born.February 28, 1815/ In 1817 another son William G. Elder 
came along. 

At this time the coast line was virgin land, "full of milk 
and honey;" so it was said. Samuel Tyng mooved his family from 
Genpgia to Mobile, plabama - Several other children were born 
during this time, Jackson, John S. andJohn wand they lived in 
Mobile for several years. Leaving Mobile by boat they came 
around to Moss Point where Mr. Elder established a saw mill. 

On December 31, 1829 Samu@l Tyng Elder died and was buried 
on his new land leaving Mary Elder to care for her large family. 
In the spring of 1830 she gave birth ty twins Samuel Tyng and 
Burissa Jane. 

The oldest son James Walker followed in his father!s footsteps 
and bought acres of virgin land in Jackson County and he too went 
into the saw mill business. In 1847 James Walker married Louisa 
W tt of Jackson County and bought acres of land adong the Back 
Bay of Biloxi, and opened a saw mill dealing in yellow pine. 
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His brothers William G. and Samuael Tyng stayed in Moss Point 

and ran a saw mill there. The brothers also operated the Elder's 
Ferry at the Elder's Ferry Road with each living on either side 

of the river. The ferry stayed in operation for a number of 

years and was the shortest route along the coastal road from 
Biloxi to Mobile, Alabama. On the south side of Escatawpa River, 

| in the swamp beds, logs were laid as a road in order for carriages 
to ride on. In the Escatawpa River near the Elder's Ferry there 


is a bayou called Elder's Turn.

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HISTORY OF THE ELDER'S 


In 1847 my gread grandfather James Walker Elder Sr. , bought 

20 arpents of land bounded by Back Bay of Bilpxi and Division 
St. The Community Center and Gorinflo School was part of the 
land which belonged to him. 

He was a member of the Magnolia Lodge # 120 and in 1865 was 
Past Master, in 1866 he died. 

My great grandfather had four sons, Samuel Tyng, James Walker, 
George and Lee, James Walker Jr. fojlowed in his father's foot- 
steps in the saw milling business. He acquired several more 
parcels of property along Back Bay, and the property is now 
owned by the Standard Oil Co. Around the turn of the century 
he and Mr. John Bradford, were partners in the lumber business. 
In the Daily Herald were advertisements of Elder and Bradford, 
manufacturers of and Dealers in all kinds of rough and dressed 
yellow pine lumber. Mr. John Bradford was married to Burrisa 
Elder who was the sister of James Walker Sr. 

J. W. Elder Jr. had a beautiful colonial style home on the Back 
Bay of Biloxi. The rooms were very large and the hall was big 
enough for a truck could run through. The walls were made of 
pecked cypress and the floors pf hard pine. This was a copy of 
his father's home. My Aunt Lula Batton lived with my grand- 
father until his death in 1926,after his death she moved to 
North Biloxi. The house was torn down in late 1930. 

Lee Elder owned and operated the People's Ice Company of Biloxi. 
There were several other's he owned from Dauphin Island to 
north @f Biloxi. Some of the ice hpuses are still standing but 
fire claimed most of the buildings. 

George B. Elder was the owner of G. B. Elder & Co., Reynoir St.!

DEATH OF MRS. OPHELIA F. ELDER 
A gloom of sadness prevadés the household of Mr. James W. 
Elder whose wife, Mrs. Ophelia Franees Elder, died yesterday 
morning at 4 o'clock from the shock incident to burns received 
four hours earlier through the accidental explosion of a oil 
lamp. The Herald yesterday morning carried a brief of the 
deplorable accident. Mrs. Elder came home Thursday after 
11 o'clock from the residence of Mr. C. F. Vernier, a next 
door neighbor where she had gone to extend sympathy and offer 
assistance to the family in the death of the mother, Mrs. 
Caroline Verniier. She made the rounds of the bedchambers 
of her children to acertain if all were resting peacefully 
and to bid them goodnight. 
Going through the front hall Mrs. Elder opened the big square 
glass case suspended from a nail on the wall to remove and oil 
lamp preparatoy to retiring to her room. The lamp, which was 
sputtering and flaring up, and which probably became clogged 
and the went, suddenly on being exposed to the draft, exploded, 
The flames enveloping the lady's light negligee attire, she 
dropped the blazing object to the floor and rushed screaming

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into a rear bedroom, where in her frantic endeavers to 
smother the flames, she rolled beneath the couch. Her husband, 
children, and neice, Miss Julia Hall, who were in the house at 
the time, responded panic stricken, to the lady's appeals for 
help. George Andrews and Mr. Balius, who were at the Vernier 
home, attracted by the cyies rushed to the scene and lent their 
assistance. The hands of Mr. Balius and Mr. Elder were pain- 
fully burned in their attempts to save Mrs. Elder, whose 
clothing was burned off entirely. The flesh on the limbs and 
the chest was crisped and roasted, and the face suffered 
terribly. The oil scattered everywhere, igniting several 
articles of furniture. Numerous holes were burnt in the 
Matting on the bedroom floor, caused when Mrs. Elder rolled 
over in her attempts to put out the flames. Everything 
within the power of medical skill was done to relieve Mrs. 
Elder but all to no avail. 
Mrs. Ophelia Frances was born in New Orleans in 1852, coming 
to Biloxi at the age of seventeen years. Her Maiden name was 
Cleveland. She was married to James Walker Elder in 1885, the 
result of which union was four children, one of whom, Ophelia 
is dead. The names of the living children are James C., Julia F., 
Louisa V. Mrs. Elder's mother, Mrs. Julia F. Cleveland, resided 
in New Orleans. She is also survived by two sisters, Mrs. H. Hall, 
of Biloxi and Mrs. H. B. Daniel of Patterson, La., and one 
brother Charles Cleveland Jr. of New Orleans. A number of 
distant relatives reside in New York. 
Mrs. Elder was direct decendant of American men and women 


who were prominent in the Revolutionary times. She was the 
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great neice of Nathanael Greene, the great patroit and American 
General who distinguished himself at Trenton, Princeton, Brandy= 
Wine, Germantown, Mammouth and elsewhere. 

Mrs. Elder was a good christian women. Her death is a 

matter of eternal regret. She was a devoted and a constant 
member of the Baptist Church, and 

for the cause of Christ. In the Sunday school she found 

so excellent held for and the budget pupils, as well 


as thier elders, loved and revered her. 


The funeral will take place this afternoon from the Baptist 
Church at 3 o'clock.

these the sloop Ring Dove owned by a Mrs. Santacruz has won many races during the past few years. 
He also built the fast schooner A. Gerdes & Bro and has just finished a fast steam launch for Mr. H. T. 
Howard. Mr. Taltavull had just about concluded a contract with Mr. John A. Morris for a speedy 
pleasure boat, when the death of Mr. Morris puta stop to negotiations. This boat was to be quite a 
large one, it being intended to make her 70 feet over all. Mr. Taltavull also bu.lt the big tug Ju! 
Elbert which Mr Lopez now runs in connection with his factory. In fact it would be almost impossible 
tu give the names of all the boats which have been built by this gentleman, as the list would fill a small 
volume in itself, however it might be well to state that he constructed many of the working schooners 
which ply around Biloxi waters. A fine likeness of Mr. Taltavull is presented here. 

While conversing with Mr. Taltavull a beautiful little yacht was seen bearing down on the ship 
yard wharf, and, just us she was about to make a landing, our artist took a snapshot at her. This 
boat, which was a perfect model of grace and elegance, proved to be the Clara M., owned and sailed by 
Martin Green. Now, as Martin Green and his boat are known from California to Florida and from 
Maine to Mississippi, a story of a trip to Biloxi without mentioning them would be sadly incomplete.

bayous, as he knows every spot along 
the coast where good fishing may be 
enjoyed and every place where the 
game abounds or the ducks fly, he is 
eagerly sought by the devotees of the 
rod and gun. Many are the jolly par- 
ties he bus taken for pleasure, fishing 
or bunting trips, and especially among 
the winter visitors are Mr. Green and 
his boat prime favorites. Indeed, one 
of the pleasantest remembrances of 
the writer in connection with our stay 


at Biloxi was the trip taken to the many islands and to old Fort Massachusetts on board the Clara M. 
The Clara M. is catrigged and measures 25 feet in length with a beam of 11 feet. From the picture 
above: shown it will be seen that she carries quite a stretch of canvass, and she skims over the water 
with the speed and grace of a seagull. 

Situated at the extreme end of the Back Bay drive is located the saw mill of Elder & Bradford where 
we passed a pleasant quarter of an hour inspecting the plant. Mr. J. C. Bradford, who is also a council- 
man for the city of Biloxi from the fourth ward, had the kindness to show us over the premises and 
explain the various points of interest. The plant contists of a fully equipped saw mill and planer with 
a capacity of turning out about 18,000 feet of finished lumber per day when running on full time which 
they are forced to do at present to fill their orders. The class of lumber turned out is the long leaf 
yellow pine which is favorably known to builders all over the country and for which the demand is 
always great. The firm of Elder & Bradford is composed of Messrs. J. W. Elder and J. C. Bradford. 
These gentlemen started in business together five years ago, Mr. Elder having been engaged in the 
lumber business for nineteen years previous to the time the present mill was built, starting first at Moss

Point, Miss. where he stayed some years after which he located in Eastern 
Texas. Not being satisfied there he returned to Biloxi hi- native place and 
embarked in the present enterprise. Mr. J C. Bradford, previous to engaging 
in business with Mr. Elder was for eleven years engaged in stock raising in 
Western Texas. and although he was well satisfied with that business the 
climate of West Texas did not agree with his wife and he was for that reason 
induced to return to Biloxi of which he also is a native. The above firm employ 
about forty men the year around, about fifteen being engaged at the mill and
